The treat- 
ment should work some good even 
though other orchards in the neighbor- 
hood were not so treated. Perhaps a 
sulphuring with the dry rjowder might 
do some good.—California Cultivator. 
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A New Sulphuring Process 


The Hanford Sentinel reports a new- 


process for sulphuring fruits while 
curing them, which has been adopted 
by the Ensign Packing company, the 
device oiiginated with the foreman, 
Henry Treat, and the engineer, C. N 
Gallon, employed by the company. It 


operates ten bleachers, with a 
ed capacity of 16,000 pounds of fruit, 
are all sulphured from one smudge 
and the amount of sulphur consumed 
will not exceed the amoUAt usually 
required

single 


bleacher on a ranch; and it is mid 
that 80 per cent of sulphur can be 
saved In utilizing the ne^ device.

Brown Rust of the Beet 


The first disease of sugar beets re- 


ported tbis season is the brown rust, 
Eometlines known as leaf rust. It is 
the purpose of this note to ask the 
growers to bo on the lookout for this 
and other fnngnus pests, and to report 
them to this ollicoi BS foon as tltey ap- 
pear. Tlie brown rust may be recog- 
nized on seedling beets by the presence 
of reddish-brown 
elevations on the 


surfaces of the leaves. These eleva- 
tions are usually more abundant on 
the lower than on the tipper surfaces 
of the leaves, and from their appear- 
ance may readily be mistaken for in- 
sect eggH. Each elevation contains1 a 
large number of spotes, and from each 
of these spores a new funeus may 
develop if the conditions are favorable. 
Later in the season a second set of 
spores will be produced, and still later 
a third set 
w i l l be found. 
The third 


set of spores remain dormant over tlie 
winter, and are ready to produce new 
fungi just as the seedling beets are 
coming up in the spring. 


The effect of this disease is either to 


kill the affected 
plant outright or to 


retard its growth, so that it will be 
greatly dwarfed. The foilage assumes 
a sickly color and the sugar content 
is eonsidernblv reduced. The fungus- 
producing brown rust of beets is known 
as Uromyces betae, I'ers., and belongs 
to one of the most difficult classes of 
fungi to combat. It is probable that 
it may be. controlled by splaying with 
Bordeaux mixture, but until ihi.s point 
can be definitely determined it w i l l 
be advisable not tf) grow beets for sev- 
eral years, in h'elds where tlie rust lias 
appeared. 
Brown rust should not be 


confused with leaf snot. The latter is 
producer1 by an 
entirely 
different 


fungus, Cercospora beticola, Saee., and 
has been much more common and more 
widespread in this country tbnn the 
brown rust.—C. O. Townsend, United 
States Department Agriculture.
